THE FAMILY FALL OUT SHELTER 


The country united behind the President last 
week when he spoke of the defense of Berlin. 
Large sums ofmoney are to be spent for increas- 
ing the Armed Forces and also for the greater 
protection of our city populations from the 
dangers of nuclear fall-out. 

The possibility of war is a sobering thing, 
especially the possibility of war with a coun- 
try which has been reported to have built many 
fall-out shelters in the past few years, not 
only for city dwellers, but for country people 
too. 

Our countryside protective program consists 
of plans prepared by Civil Defense whereby the 
small home owner can build a fall-out shelter 
in the basement of his home for as little as 
$300, or, if he should choose, for $10,000. We 
have read reports of some loans of the latter 
sum, by the Federal Housing Administration, for 
private shelters. 

But probably not one home in a thousand, on 
the average, has even attempted the erection of 
a private shelter. 

Many families, we are told, are afraid of 
ridicule and for that reason have done nothing. 

We think the reason is more compelling - a 
financial one. Even $300 is hard to come by, 
end a family with five children would probably 
need $500. And, having spent this money, the 
family would then be certain that there would 
be taxes to pay,perhaps for many years to come. 


We respectfully suggest to our Selectmen 
that they are in a position whereby they can do 
much good for our country. 

Let them suggest to the state legislature 
that a law be passed exempting the first $500 
in value, of a fall-out shelter, from taxation. 

Let them also suggest to the Congress, that 
loans of up to $500 be provided, interest free, 
by the Federal Government, for the erection of 
fall-out shelters by private families. 

More elaborate shelters can be built, under 
such a program, if the owner is sure he wants 
it, but at least the small man in our country 
will be able to see his way clear to provide 
the most important thing to his family - pro- 
tection. 


Such ea program is needed. It has to start 


somewhere. We hope our Selectmen will give it 
their earnest attention.

The most: colorful gulls in the 
world are soaring over local skies 
these days ow that the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society’s gull pro- 
ject is well underway. The red, 
blue, green, black, and orange 
birds are a spectacular if some 
what unorthodox sight. 
It is hoped that before the sum= 
mer .is out, 10,000 gulls of the 
24,000 known nests in eastern 
Massachusetts will be bedecked, 
and it is hoped too that people 
spotting these ‘strange’ birds will 
contact the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, and not their opticians. 
Thus far newspapers irf coastal 
communities from Providence to 
Bangor have been besieged with 
calls from unnerved citizens who 
doubt their own eyesight. If further 
inquiries will be directed to Audu- 
| bon Society headquarters in South 
H Lincoln, the callers will be assist- 
ing in a project which is of para- 
mount importance.
